The Newton, a three-masted schoon- 


er, hailing from Boston, was abandon- 
ed at sea on September 13. after hav-

days. There were times Avhen it look- 
ed as if the craft would go to the bot- 
tom. Captain and weanven thought so. 
hut the one woman on board buoyed 
up their eonrasre. and successfully hid 
her own fears.

When 
the Madeira came Into port "Sampson," 
the pet of the whip was purring in the 
hi I of his mihtre«s. 


The Newton sailed from Ship Isl-u.Hl, 


Miss., on Aittrust 1.1 for Porto Rico, 
\\!tli 400.000 feet of lumber. Captain 
Heath believed that on account of the 
Porto Klcau hurricane lumber would 
(hid a ready sale on tliat island. 


On September 4 his ship met the tall 


end of a hurricane, but Aveathered it, 
ai'd for five days kept ou her course. 


Then there same another storm from 


the northeast. It rear-bed Its height at 
midnight. Avlien a monster Avave KAA-ept 
ever the Newton and left her almost 
a wreck-. 


Tin '•earns opened and Avater poured 


into the hold. The vessel was on her 
beam ends and it Avns a long time be- 
lore she could be righted. 


Her men toiled nt the pumps, but the 


Aiater rose in the hold. It reached the 
cabin and the deck almost Hush Avith 
the \vater. 


Captain Heath realized that the New- 


ton Avas doomed, and his only thought 
AVas for his Avife's safety. He lashed 
her to the rail, and a» a la.st hope of 
saAing the ship the men Avere put to 
AAorK cutting down the masts.

little schooner,

her 


masts, rolled and pitched Avith such 
lorce th.it .7. O. Webster, the se<oml 
n.atc: Andrew Olsen. a seaman, and 
two others of the creAV Avere AA-ashed 
rveiboard. The men managed to keep 
lium^elves atloat. lifelines were thrown 
<an and they Avere hauled back on 
hoard. 


As the sea grew rougher the sailers 


lashed thems-elves to the remnants of 
the rigging on Sunday night. Not one 
of them dared loosen the cords for a 
moment. They had nothing to eat or 
drink. 


On Tuesday morning the storm be- 


JJJMI to moderate somewhat, and the 
croAv made their way to the fonvard 
1 cu.se for shelter. Mrs. Heath was c«r- 
liofl there, exhausted, by her husband 
and one of the crew. 


To make the journey from the com- 


ranicmvay, it Avas necessary to go 
through the flooded cabin, and Samp- 
son, the kitten, AA-as found high- up on 
a shelf. He refused to desert l»ls post 
until the following day, when the sea 
brcame quite smooth. 


Then the captain started out on a 


hunt for food. A few tins of meat and 
sea biscuit which had teen washed 
out from the galley were found. One 
l/utt of water was still intact, and the 
crew managed to sustain life until 
rescued. 


When the lights of the steamship 


F( ntabelle came in sight. Captain 
Heath attracted attention by burning 
torches. A lifeboat AV.IR sent from the 
steamship, and Mrs. Heath, her hus- 
band and the crew were rescued and 
lauded at Demevara, British Guiana. 
The crow Avere sent home by the Amer- 
ican Consul, but Captain Heath and his 
wife paid their way.

report says the Indians Avelv defeated 
and dispersed, lenA-ing fc~ dead on the 
field. 


No Avounded Indians ever figure in 


these reports, because the Mexicans 
murdered them. Mexican losses were 
fouiteen killed and thirty-six wounded. 
Major Kuls of the National Guard was 
mortally Avounded. and Capt. Julian 
Esplnoza and Lieut. Tetebiates Avere 
less severely hint. The reports refer 
to the "constant triumphs" of the 
Mexican arms, ignoring the fact that 
the Yaquls have Avhlpped thorn twice 
at Zehuita and still remain in posses- 
sion of the gieater part of the ter- 
ritory.

Philadelphia, Pa., Sept. 2.').—A mys- 


tery of the sou was solved on the voy- 
age of the Norwegian steamer Bergen- 
buses, from Sumarang. by way of Gib- 
raltar, to the Delaware Breakwater. 
When 2<K) miles to the westward of 
the entrance to the Mediterranean she 
picked up two lone survivors of the ill- 
fated Russian bark Poti. 


The story is best told in the account 


given by Ivan Petroff, who, 
Avith 


MicLael Klssnnnovitch, Avere saved by 
the men of the Hcrgenhuttcs: 


The storm whii-ii wrecked the Poti 


A\as of aAvful intensity, he says, but 
Petroff is not certain of the exact date 
ol the shipAvreck. He thinks that it 
AAas on the morning of August 1. 


Caught in tlie irrasp of a uiidoccnn 


storm, the I'otI was dismasted and con- 
verted into a battered and shapeless 
hulk. The men succeeded in complet- 
ing a raft on Avhich they might tnke 
refuse. Six men. including the cap- 
tain, Avere swept from the heaving 
decks in the night. 


The next day Petroff and Ki»fuinno- 


viteh took to the raft. The bhipAviock- 
ed men Avert* then about 400 miles 
rortInvest of the Azores, out of the 
track of transatlantic shipping. 


"To add to my horror." said Petroff, 


"Kissannoviteh became insane. In one 
of his frenzies lie threw all except one 
\\ater bottle into the sea. This Avould 
haA'e gone, too, had I not used it as a 
AAeapon. He received a gash on the 
head and 
AV.IS insensible for many 


hour'!, I don't remember Avhat occurred 
the three last days. The provisions 
had long since given out, and I lay 
doAvn on the body of my companion to 
die." 


The Bergenhuses sailed from Sa ma- 


rang, Java, on Julv 0. Gibraltar Avas 
passed on September 4 and at 4 o'clock 
on the morning of September 
<» she 


sighted the ratt Avlth Petroff and his 
wretched companion. Petroff will re- 
cover, but is it said that his companion 
is hopelessly insane. 


If the Poti was Avreeked on August 1, 


Petroff and Kissannovitch \vere thirty- 
six days on the raft. 


Dewey to Get Farragut's Flag. 
Washington, Sept. 25.—The Admiral's 


flag Mown by Admiral Farragut while 
on the Hartford and afterword on the 
Franklin Avill be presented to Admiral 
DcAvey during the latterd's visit to 
Washington. Frtrragut was the first 
Admiral of the United States Navy, 
and this flag Avas improvised by Quar- 
termaster Knowles, AV!IO served on the 
Hartford during the Civil War. It Is 
now owned by Bartholomew Digging, 
Captain of the Watch in the State. 
War and Xavy building, one of the sur- 
vivors of the Hartford's crcAV, who 
flung it to the breeze and assisted at 
the unveiling of the statue to Farragut 
in this city in 1881. After the unveil- 
ing Mr. Diggins was permitted to keep 
the old flag.

Too Many Doscn in 


Kansas has suffered in years past 


fiom an over-production of grasshop- 
pers and Populists. It is now afflicted, 
it appears, with a surplusage of dogs. 
It is long on dogs, but short on sheep. 
The secretary of the Kansas State Ag- 
ricultural society deplores this fact in a 
recent report. He shows that there are 
but 200,000 sheep m the state, while the 
number of dogs is 176,000. Two years 
ago the sheep outnumbeied the dogs 
by 30 per cent., while last year this 
percentage was reduced to seventeen. 
In one county there were 909 dogs to 
each sheep, and m twelve selected coun- 
ties there were 209 dogs to each sheep. 
If a similar investigation were made 
in other states, we doubt not that some 
of them would show an equal dispro- 
portion of dogs and sheep But it Is not 
a good sign anywhere. Prosperity for 
the farmer does not lie along the way 
of an increase in the dog crop.—Leslie's 
Weekly.

Enlistment of Volunteers.

The Thirty-eighth regiment with head- 
quarters at Jefferson Barracks, Mo., 
had 1,277 men when the enli&tment of-

Curiously enough the two regi- 
ments next in the number of enlist- 
ments made are being organized in 
Massachusetts and Nebraska, wheie 
the self-styled anti-Imperialists aic sup- 
posed to be strongest.

ments are the Thirty-n-nth, with head- 
quarters at Fort Crook, Neb., and the 
Forty-fifth, with headquaiters at Soutli 
Framington, Mass. Up to Saturday 
1,179 men had been enlisted in the 
Thirty-ninth and 1,023 men in the 
Forty-fifth. 


Enlistments fcr the two negro volnn 


teer regiments, the Forty-eighth and 
Forty-ninth, began very recently. The 
Forty-eighth has s»epured 3-41 men and 
the Forty-ninth, ICC men. 


Olongapo Bombarded.

According to this, after ex- 
tinguishing the tires the boiler water 
is blown off very gradually, at the 
same time admitting an equal volume 
of cold water, so that the water gauge 
shows no change of level. As soon as 
the water has iu this manner been suf- 
ficiently cooled down, it Is suddenly 
blown off, It Is this latter operation 
which removes the major part of any 
Incrustation which may be preseut, 
what remains being very easily detach- 
ed by scraping 
It is iiecessarj, how- 


ever, that the cleaning of the boiler 
be taken in hand immediately upon 
completion of the l>lowinsr-ol¥ opt-ra- 
tiou. as otherwise the furs tone will 
harden and adhcie to the boiler plates.

Heart Beats. 


Red covering is intended to give the 


warmth that is lost by reduced circula- 
tion of the blood. When the body lies 
down the heart makes ten strokes a 
minute less than when the body is in 
an upright posture. This means 600 
strokes in sixty minutes. 
Therefore, 


in the eight hours that a man usually 
spends in taking his night's rest the 
heart is sa\ed nearly 5,000 strokes. As 
it pumps six ounces of blood with each 
stroke, it litts 30,000 onuces less of 
blood at night than it would during the 
day. 
Now, the body is dependent for 


its warmth on the vigor of the circula- 
tion, and as the blood flows so much 
more slowly through the veins when 
one is lyina down the warmth lost in 
the reduced circulation must be sup- 
plied by extra coverings.

letters from 
Evening World readers 


discussing this question which the in- 
tense interest in Dr. Schenk's discov- 
ery suggests—Why are boy-babies pre- 
ferred? 
Tlie writers offer these rea- 


sons: 


1. That it i« more expensive to bring 


up a girl than a boy. 
J *;'. 


2. That when they are reared boys 


can earn more, and hence that they 
tiooner become self-supporting and able 
to give a helping hi'nd to their parents. 


3. That girls, after they reach their 


teens, are a greater source of care-and 
anxiety than boys—simply and solely 
because of their sex. 


In our judgment, hovteier. none of 


these explanations, nor all of them to- 
gether, completely accounts for the 
strong desire of the average father and 
mother to have more male than female 
children. 


It is only the mature parent, with the 


experience gained in raising a family, 
who is seriously impressed with the 
fact that daughters are more expensive 
to bring up than sons. Young married 
people are, as a rule, far too seatiment- 
al, sanguine, and buoyant in their out- 
look upon life to figure closely ou tbe 
comparative coet of rearing boys and 
girls. 


Yet the desire to have more boys 


born to them than girls Is manifested. 
as a rule, more strongly by young pa- 
rents than by parents of riper years. 
Why? 


The true explanation is a sentiment- 


al, not a mercenary one. It is the mod- 
ern survival of an ancient idea—the 
idea so strongly pievalent m tbe Eaet 
even to this day—that a son repiesents 
the strength of the family, its defense, 
its protection, its Lope of perpetuation, 
the carrying on of Its name and fame 
to future generations. 


You will find this Idea in all tbe old 


Hebrew writing. A traveler iu modei n 
Syria relates how he talked with ttie 
head of a large fa;-iily on this subject. 
"How many children have you?" he 
was asked. "Thie«>," he replied. "But 
I see seven standing around you now." 
said the traveler. "Ah, but 
four of 


them are daughteis only."
